WATURAL GAS ORDINANCE. 


Tomorrow night the city council 


will doubtless take up consideration 
of nn ordinance to regulate the na- 
tural gas rates in Fort Wayne. The 
terms of the franchise granted ten 
years ago provided for revision of the 
rntes nt the beginning of the present 
year. The matter hns been in dis- 
cussion for several months. The new 
ordinance is likely to provide for 
some system of rebates to those con- 
sumers 
who 
do not receive the 


amount of gas they pay for—that is 
to say, a reasonably abundant sup- 
ply for domestic purposes. Just how 
this is to be done satisfactorily we 
cannot say. nnd the method is likely 
to prove something of a puzzle. We 
believe such an arrangement will 
prove satisfactory to consumers if it 
rmkes a fair adjustment of rebates 
possible. No one. so far as we know, 
lias ever complained of the gas rate? 
in this city so long as it was possible 
to get all the gas needed. The rate 
wns fixed on the basis of an abund- 
ance. Less gas than that clearly en- 
titles the consumers to reimburse- 
ment. 


It is impossible to say for how 


long a period the Indiana gas fields 
from which Fort Wayne's supply 
conies will hold out. The history of 
other gas fields makes it pretty cer- 
tain that it will not last many years 
and this is the opinion of the expert 
authority of the state.
